The returns atsached to the present resolution, which comply with the requife. 
ments of internakonal statistics and contain all the informatfon, that is necessary 

for administrative purposes, are, with the exception of * tables RY, parts C +* 
and D, and XVJ,which may be prepared or not at the option of, local Govern- 
ments, prescribed for general adoption. The principles on which.they have | 
been drawn up are stated «n the amnexed memorahdum, which explains their 
telation to the tables attached to the Home Department resolution nos. 137-149, 
dated the, grd August 1900, In determining the formebf these returns the 
Government of India have thken into consideration the suggestions which have +" 
been made by the Registrar ‘General of the United Kingdom. 


2. At the fast cehtisn distinction was drawn between Imperial Statistics, 

or tables of general: interest, and Provincial Statistics, or the additional: sables 
required i in each province for local administrative purposes. The unit of the former 
‘was the district, while that of the latter wa the tahsil, taluk, thana or township. 
‘TreProvincial Tables were printed i in separate volumes, but they formed part of 
the Imperial series ofycensus volumes and were numbered and distributed accord+ 
ingly. dhe Government of JIndfa: consider it unnecessary that the Provincial -.

- the limits ofthe Proviicato which they refer ; and they have “accordingly decided

The rainfall during the week was generally short. It was moderate along

It has been observed that in recent years very few military subordinates 
have entered the Public Works Depariméit, and there would “moreover not 4 
appear to be. gny justification for the extra expense entailed by their employ. 
ment on account of the value of their military training to the Department. 
For these reasons, the Government of India have had under consideration, for 
some time past, the question whether the employment of soldiers in the Public

Rainfall summary far the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, 
tho 28th July 1910, based on thé Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 


1) The week’s Sainfall has been dominated by an area af low pressure in the southwest 
of the'Bay, a position extremely unusual until later in the season; and the activity of the 
Bombay monsoon has been largely diverted from the centeal parts of the country into the 
south of the peninsula. In northern India its rainfall has occurred chiefly in the sub- 
montane districts and in the western portion of northeast (ndia, The Bay current has 
gained strength, especially in Eastern !tengal and Assam, and the week's rain at Cherra- 
punji amounted to 79°74”, of which 3o'25” fell in one day. 

2, The rainfall of the week was above the average in the divisions of Upper Burma, 
‘Assam, Eastera Bengal, Beagal, Bihar, United Provinces East, Mysore, Malabar, Madras 
Southeast, Madras Deccan and Madras Coast North; and approximatcly normal in Chota 
Nagpur, Grissa, United Provinces West, Berar and Hyderabad, 


3. Burma,—Rainfall occurred in all parts of the,province, but the amounts recorded 
were generally small. Cloud was moderate to heavy; and during the greater part of the 
week maximum temperature was in defect in Upper Burma, 


Northeost India, including Orissa—Rainfall on most days was nearly ‘general over 
the whole division, and was uausually heavy in the Khasi bills. Skies were densely 
couded. Maximum temperature was in defect én Eastern Bengal and Assam, 


The United Provinces, Central India and the Central Provinces—Rain was reported 
from all observatories, but occurred chiefly in the submontane districts of the United 
Provinces. Skies were moderately to heavily clouded, Maximum temperature was locally 
in defect in the areas of rainfall, 


Northwest India.—Rain fell locally in the submontane Punjab and a few falls occurred 
in Gujarat and Rajputana, Skies were moderately to heayily clouded along the Himalayas 
and in the southern half of the division. Maximum temperature was in defect in the North- 
West Frontier Province on the first three days of the week, 


The Peninsula,—Rainfall occurred chiefly in the south, and’ was heavy on the 28th 
+on the east Madras coast. Skies were moderately to heavily clouded. Day temperature 
‘was gencrally in excess in the Deccan and in defect in southeast MaJras.

The statistics for the short period for which they are ~ 
available show that, in spite of these precautions, they are being used largely for 
remittance between,Bombay and Surat, Calcutta and Cawnpore, and Lahore and 
Cawnpore, The questidn of the adoption of further measures for discouraging 
their use for remittance is under consideration. -

This loan was taken from the reserve 
in December 1909 when the treasury balances proved insufficient to meet the 
drawings of the Secretary of State, It was fully repaid before the 31st March

The total number of light-weight rupees and half-rupees, cut «and broken 
in the course of the year, does not differ materially from that of the previous 
year. The statistics for small silver show considerable variations, a large 
increase being reported against India ‘and material decreases in the Punjab and 
Madras. The former is due to an attempt to apply more strictly in the Calcutta 
Reserve Treasury the rules for cutting one-fourth and one-eighth rupees which 
are light-weight, the rules not having been properly followed in the preceding 
year, Their application however gives great trouble and it is doubtful whether the 
results are really reliable. Steps are now being independently taken to remove 
tie older and more worn coins from circulation and the result will probably, be 
a diminution of the numbers shown under this head in future years, 

As usual the tork done at the six larger Currency offices as regards the 
exaraination of coins spresented. was tested by fresh examination at the Mints, 
The coins sent to the Mints for re-examination were selected by the Curféncy: 
officers at random from the ordinary sreceipts across the Counter.” The»

32. The Currency Agencies in all provinces, except those mentioned 
below are strictly Currency chests opened for resource purposes, whereas at® 
the Agencies proper exchanges with the public take place. Similar exchanges 
are also allowed at an office opened for the purpose at Allahabad. The chests 
onthe other hand merely permit of the transfer of Treasury funds from one 
place to another without actual movements of coin, and. thus supply a very 
speedy means of withdrawing Treasury surpluses to head-quarters. On gist 
March t910 the number of Currency chests was 218, and they contained 
balances amounting to 14,30 lakhs or 2,06 lakhs less than on the corresponding 
date in the previous year, The balances held in the chests were very high at 
the close of the previous year owing toan accumulation of coin at the head- 
quarter offices in the absence of trade demands. With a return to favourable. 
conditions, the chést balances showed a decrease. ;

The signature “ O. T. Barrow ” is well imitated but the forgery on the whole is 
a clumsy one and not likely to deceive any but the most ignorant. 

The Bombay note is an indifferent imitation, the number being written by 
hand, the Commissioner's signature lithographed, the water mark imitated 
clumsily and-the figures indicating value and the rest of the body of the note

Regarding the Rangoon notes of the rd and 2 series the Surveyor 
General of India is of opinion that the, forgery has been done by the old 
“anastatic” process. The colouring, figuring and lettering, though well executed, 
are comparatively faint and get smudged when rubbed. The word “ten” in green 
is scarcely perceptible, The paper is slightly thicker than the genuine note and 
bears an imitation of the wate: mark. The 22 Series ndte is a crude pen and 
ink sketch traced by hand on ordinary oiled paper from a genuine note bearing 
the same number. Two persons were convicted in connection with this note 
of using a forged note knowing it to be forged and were sentenced to 18 months’ 
simple imprisonment each. a

The total volume of*the year's remittahces in current coin amounted to 
6 crores against 54 in the year 1908-09 and 153 in 1907-08. The amount 
of remittances, however, does not, owing to the special circumstances of the 
year, canvey a correct idea as to the trade demand for coin. dn the first 
place, the dullness of trade Yn the previous year had resulted in an accumulation 
of coin which was distributed over the several Provinces, so that the demands 
during the year under report were met locally without a movement of coin to 
the samé extent that would otherwise have been necessary. Thus the remittan- 
ces which are sent in normal years to Rangoon for the rice trade, and to the 
United Provinces for opium payments were not required this year, ‘the 
second pface, the rupees received in the previous year in payment of Demand 
Drafts sold on London were held in the Gold Standard Reserve at the Presidency

The only important remittance in the first quarter was one of 2,3§“lakhs 
to the Lahore Circle for issues in connection with the wheat trade, of which 
2,00 lakhs were sent from Calcutta and the balance from Ajmer. 

The usual feature of the second quarter is the demand at Calcutta in cone 
nection with the, jute trade. The demand was not heavy and the local stock 
more than sufficed to meet it. fi 

In the third quarter, 52 lakhs were sent to Delhi, 12 lakhs from Ajmer and 
the balance from the Cawnpore Circle, and 15 lakhs were sent to Agra from 
Ajmer, both tire supplies being required to meet the demands of the Bank of 
Bengal. There was an unusually heavy demand for coin at Bombay during this 
quarter in connection with the cotton trade, but it was met from the translers of 

- coin from the Gold Standard Reserve. 

The demand at Bombay for the cotton trade continued into the last quarter, 
and remittances ‘aggregating 2 crores had td be sent there, 1 crore from the 
Madras Circle and an equal amount from the Cawnpore Circle.

Two other cases, though not attended with loss of life, may be mentioned. ; 
On the 7th August, 1909, thirteen parcel bags were being conveyed from 
Karaikudi to Oyakondan Siruvayal in the district of Madpra in Madras, 
bags were in a bullock cart in charge of an overseer, who was driving it himself 
when he was attacked and overpowered by a band of "robbers, who droye the 
Cart into the jungle and unloaded it. The overseer was left bound hand 
“and foot, but managed to reach the outskirts of the nearest village, whence he 
sent word to the local Police. Eight of the thirteen bags were found 
unopened in the jungle. Seven men were subsequently arrested, of whom : 
‘six were sentenced to various terms of rigorous imprisonment. The second case ic 
f ‘occurred in the Native State of Bastar during the local rising of February, 1910, 
during the early stages of which the mail communications between the post 
offices i in the State were seriously disorganised. Two runners’ huts ae n

lives of postal servants were lost. On the 15th May, 1909, a runner in Coorg, 
while waiting at a stage to receive the incoming mails, was accidentally shot dead 
by an Indian sportsman, On the 12th June, 1909, a runner in the Punjab 
was exchanging mails from the footboard of a mail van, when, the train 
starting suddenly, his foot slipped and he was run over and killed. On the 16th 
November, 1909, the sub-postmaster of Malkhanagar in the district of Dacca and 
postman of the office were brutally murdered in their beds. Robbery was 
apparently not the object as nothing was taken away. The police enquiry into the 
ease has not yet keen concluded. On the 8th December, 1909, a village postman 
in Bengal was murdered while sleeping in a school house in his beat, having been 
taken for the school master against whom his assailants hada grudge. Some of 
them have since been secured and are under trial. Inthe same month, a 
postman in the Bombay Presidency, while returning from his beat, was 
bitten by a venomous snake and died. On the grd February, 1910, a runner 
in Bengal was carried off by a tiger. On the 21st of the same month 
a mail overseer and a village postman in Burma were severely ‘beaten 
\ by some villagers who took the former for a plague inspector against whom they 
had a grudge. The village postman subsequently died from the injuries reeived. 
Three arrests have been made and the accused ate under trial, On the 
26th February, 1910, a village postman in the Punjab, while out on his beat, was 
decoyed into a field of sugar-cane and was there murdered for the sake of an 
insured parcel which he had in his possession, The reported assailants were 
subsequently arrested by the police, but the enquiry into the case had not been 
concluded when the year closed. 
It is a matter for congratulation that the Leh aud Gilgit lines were entirely 
. free from accidents during the year under report. 
ig During the year seventeen post offices and one mail office were destroyed by 
fire and the sévere cyclone of October, 1909, destroyed several post offices in 
Bengal and Eastern Bengal.

RESOLUTION, 


It was recently suggested to the Government ‘of India that, in the form of 
agreement for the engagement of lascars in India, provision should be made 
rendering it obligatory on the masters of foreign vessels engaging lascar crews to 
obtaiti the sanction of the resident British Consular Officer to all alterations in 
the agreement occurring at foreign ports, The suggestion was referred to the 
maritime Local Governments and has been unanimously approved by them, 
The Governor General in Council is accordingly pleased to direct, under section 
29 of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 188g (V of 1883), that the following’ 
additional stipulation shall be inserted after the last additional stipulation at the 
foot of the first page of the form of lascar agreement :— 


| ® Additional stipulation which must be entered into and signed by the owner — 
of a foreign vessel or by the master on his behalf :— re 


I hereby further agree, in the event of any alteration being effected in this 

4 agreement before or after arrival at any foreign port by reason of the engage- 
ment, discharge, transfer, leaving behind, desertion or death of any lascar or 
other native seaman employed under this agreement or through any other cause, 
to report such alteration for the sanction of the resident British Consular Officer 
at such port and to submit this agreement to the said Consular Officer for the 
purpose of having a memorandum of such alteration endorsed thereon and certi- 
fied by him and to pay to the said Consular Officer the fees prescribed in this 
behalf by the Consular Fees (Amendment) Order in Council, 1910, or any other 
Order for the time being in force.

Trrigation works in Tndia are divided into two main classes, riz,, jor 
and rainor works. Major works are sub-divided into:— Sigh ie

of which is provided from the Famine Insurance Grant, Capital

2, Produstive works are expected to yield sutficient revenue to pay their 
working expenses and the interest on the outlay expended on their construc- 
tion. No project is now sanctioned as a productive work unless it can be shown 
Deyond reasonable doubt that on full development it will fulfil these conditions, 
Bat the same standard did not obtain in former years, and thus it has happened. 
that several large irrigation works which were financed from borrowed capital, 
are not remunerative, ‘There are 13 such works, oée., four in Bengal, seven in 
the Decean and Gujarat, and two in Madras. They are still retained on the list 
of productive works, but current expenditure against their capital account is 
now charged against the general revenues of India. The total loss on these 
13 works lias amounted to about 10} crores.

5. On account of the unusually heavy monsoon in the United Provinces the 
irrigated area, 2,511,000 acres, fell short of the results of 1907-08 by 676.000 
acres, The pet revenue shewed a defect of about Rs. 2,67,000 compared with 
the preceding year. ‘Tbe smaller area irrigated was partly responsible for ¢his 
result, but other contributing causes are said to be (1) reduction in the rate for” 
sugarcane from Rs, 10 to Ks. 6-10-8 per acre from Ist April 1908, in the 
Sabaranpur, Muzaftarnngar and Meerat Districts, and () remissions and reduc 
tions made in the rabi demand 'for 1907-08, collected in the year under review 
owing to the low river supplies being insufficient to meet the full requivements 
of the crops at the critical period of ripening. 


6. In Madras the figures relating to the acreage under irtigation and the 
net revenue realised do not differ materially from those of the previpus year, 
In this Presidency the financial results of the productive works taken asa whole 
are seriously affected by the poor results of KurnoolsCuddapah canal, the 
capital gost of which exceeds 2} crores of ruj while the area Ei Minion d 
the year did not exceed 65,000 acres, e. net revenue realised amounte 
to 1} lakhs of rupees, representing 0°66 per cent on the capital outlay. 


7. In Sind the area of irrigation amounted to: 1,351,974 acres, exceeding 
that of the previous year by 240,745 acres. 1t is satisfactory to note that the 
net revenue also surpassed that of the. previous year by Rs. 2,03,695, The 
Sind canals are entirely dependent upon the height and duration of the floods 
in the Indus during the irrigating season. The inundation of the year was 
very favourable, the necossary jevel of the river being reached on’ a timely 
date and maintained for & period sufficient to bring crops to maturity, The 
year was distinguished by one of the greutest floods on record, The Ghotki 
floods over the left bank above Rohri were of great volume and Jong duration 
and silted the Nara supply channel so severely that the greater part of the 
yabi supply was cut off. ‘Ihe rainfall wasvery irregular oyer the whole of Sind. 
In many places it was consideruble and of much benefit to the crops, while in 
others it was excessive and caused'some damage. 


8. Inthe Bombay Deceanand Gujarat, the canal works are limited in 

scope in comparison with those of other provinces. ‘The area irrigated in the 

riod vovered ‘by this review amounted to 87,814 acres only. As stated 
in paragraph Zabove, the works are‘not remunerative, 


9. In Bengol, the Hijili Tidal canal is.used purely for navigation purposes ; 
the three other canals, ciz., the Orissa, the Midnapore and the Sone, = also so 
utilised, but they are primarily intended for irrigation.

Prices of 
food grains are normal, The public health is fair, Water and fodder for cattle are sufficient, 

Madras.—The rainfall was very heavy in Chingleput, Madras, Nellore, the Nilgiris 
and Guntur; heavy in South Arcot, Madura, Godavari, Kistna, Ramnad, the Vizagapa~ 
tam litoral, North Arcot; Tanjore, Trichinopoly, Tinnevelly, Coimbatore, South Canara, 
Malabar and Ganjam and good elstwhere. The rainfall in seventeen districts was 
above the average of 35 years. Irrigation supplies are sufficient except in 
parts of Madura, Ploughing, sowing, weeding and transplanting are in progress.
